They 
will rouge him 
and put him 
beneath glass 
for future gen- 

erations to come and see, as they 
did Lenin, worshiping and ad- 
miring the embalmer’s art with 
its counterfeit glow of life. 

Nor will the bells of the many 
churches within the ancient walls 
of the Kremlin peal solemn, 
echoing requiems. They were 
built by czars and czarinas with 
uneasy consciences, contemplat- 
ing a vengeful God. Stalin was 
not uneasy. Not for nothing was 
he called the man of steel. 

There was never remorse in 
the conscience of this bloody 
man. Never, in his sleep, did 
he wander like Lady Macbeth, 
seeking to wash the blood from 
his guilty hands. She had killed 
but three. He had killed so 
many tens of thousands the mind 
is staggered trying to grasp it. 
He had cast out God as a young 
man in his five rebellious years 
in a seminary studying for the 
priesthood. God, he said, was 

a narcotic used by exploiters 
of the masses. 


Murder 


If, as it is written, even he 
had a soul, and if it stands, rest- 
lessly before the bar of judg- 
ment, it will grow weary there; 
and the angels who read the 
record of murder and of violence 
will grow hoarse and tired. 

It will require many days to 
read the bloody record of how 
Stalin came to power. And if the 
voices of those in terror and 
pain, and of children weeping 
and afraid, and if the screams 
of the dying are recorded on 
some sort of celestial tape and 
are played back again at that 
judgment, then will the sound of 
it echo down to earth, and there 
will be angry thunders and 
shrieking winds, which will go 
moaning about the corners of 
all the houses of earth.

When Lenin died in 1924 his 
trusted friend, Leon Kamenev, 
became chairman of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the USSR. 
With him were Stalin and Greg- 
ory Zinoviev. 

Stalin had them both shot in 
1936. 

Nikolai Bukharin, Comintern 
president, called by Lenin ‘‘the 
most valuable theoretician of 
the party.’’ drafted the 1936 con- 
stitution, which Stalin praised 
and accepted. In the same year 
Bukharin was shot as a “‘trai- 
tor.’’ 

Alexei Rykov, Lenin’s succes- 
sor as chairman of the Council 
of People’s Commissars, dis- 
agreed with Stalin on collectivi- 
zation of farms, in which an 
almost unbelievable 10,000,000 
Russians were killed or sent to 
Siberian prison camps..He was 
shot in 1938 as ‘‘an enemy of the 
people.’ 

Leon Trotsky, who with Lenin 
made the revolution, was exiled 
in 1928. His children were mur- 
dered. Then, in 1940, Trotsky 
was killed in Mexico City.

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Let's Not Misuse 
“School Authority 


Governor Talmadge’s order giving 
local school boards greater authority 
opens the way for decentralization: of 
education in Georgia, giving more re- 
sponsibility “te~Jocal communities, In 
theory, that looks good... In practice, 
the good should outweigh the~ bad. 

It is a wrong assumption that it will 
mean the pay raise the Georgia Edu- 
cation Association has requested. Even 
should local systems fire supervisors 
and other nonteaching personnel hired 
by the state—which is not likely—the 
savings would be only a little more than 
$1,000,000, not the $8,000,000 necessary 
for the 10 per cent hike. 

However, the option is now with 
local communities. When the State 
Board of Education attempted to elimi- 
nate these supervisors a few years ago 
the people set up such a howl that the 
effort was abandoned. We think it 
should have been. They perform a use- 
ful function. 

=? 

The governor’s order does permit 
local boards to load their teachers as 
they see fit, subject to accreditation 
rules that say 35 pupils per teacher is 
the peak. It will permit them to fix 
their own salary scalés within the MFP 
minimums and to supplement these 
from local funds as they see fit. 

This is already the practice in many 
school systems. Under the order, local 
boards can hire as many or-as few 
teachers as they see fit—high priced or 
low priced in accord with the type of 
education they want their children to 
receive. 

As now, standards will vary from 
county to county. Some systems will 
remain splendid while others will re- 
main below standard. Educators argue 
that it is difficult to raise educational 
standards at the-local level in many 
counties because of the lackadaisical 
attitude of local leaders, local: politics 
and local prejudice. 

And the so-called “poor counties,” 
where tax assessments and tax rates 
are low and bonded indebtedness for 
building is limited by law, could use 
the order to lower their standards fur- 
ther. This must be avoided at any cost. 

In candor it must be said that many 
of them are “poor by choice.’ They 
lack vision and care more for their own 
petty political security than they do 


about their children. 
. bo 8 


If used as an excuse to neglect ef- 
forts to equalize school facilities, the 
order could have disastrous conse- 
quences. With Supreme Court decisions 
pending, it would be sheer stupidity to 
invite the court to break down segre- 
gation because the “separate but equal” 
facilities have not. been provided. To 
neglect Negro schools, to fire Negro 
teachers and to use the order to ham- 
string the equalization program would 
be fatal to the cause of segregation. 

The order will have little immediate 
effect. The minimums of state aid will 
be the same in all localities. How this 
is used is now left up to local boards. 
If economies can be effected, the order 
permits them without interference from 
the state. If local boards want to im- 
prove their systems over and above 
that possible through their proportion- 
ate share of state funds, they are free 
to do so. 

If it encourages counties and cities 
to take a new look at their school svs- 
tems, their tax methods and arouses 
a determination in them to do their 
best for their own children, the net 
effect of the order should be good. 
Local communities should assume more 
of the responsibility thev have come 
to look upon as too exclusively that of 
the state.

The West Must Not 
Let Down Its Guard 


To look upon the death of Josef Sta- 
lin and the accession to power of 
Georgi Malenkov in the Soviet Union 
as good news for the West is foolish 
optimism. It could very well be the 
opposite. The free world must not let 
down its guard. 

Whoever holds power, the classic 
doctrine of world domination of the 
czars and Lenin and Stalin following 
them will remain the basic aim of So- 


viet policy. Whether the’ methods em-.- 


ployed toward this end will be as dy- 
namie or successful as those of Stalin 
remain to be seen, but let us not beguile 
ourselves into believing their: purposes 
will change. | 

Malenkov . is. Stalin-trainea in the 
terrorist pattern. The fact of his mete- 
orice rise indicates his ability to master 
Communist techinques. He is pictured 
as being as ruthless as Stalin and his 
hatred of the West is a matter of record. 

However, there are signs that tem- 
porarily the new leadership does not 
seek all-out war. The Kremlin must 
digest some of the empire upon which it 


has gorged itself and within which 
there are troubles, Everything is not 
well within the satellite countries. 
Russia needs time to consolidate and 
eliminate the last remaining vestiges of 
opposition. 

Proof of troubles within Russia is 
the current purges and the anti- 
Semitism sparked by Malenkov himself. 
When things go awry, dictators must 
have scapegoats. .The party must 
escape blame and any organized group 
that owes allegiance to any force other 
than the state is a convenient target. 

Hint of Russia’s need to improve re- 
lations with the West was also con- 
tained in the message by Vishinsky to 
the UN before he left for Moscow Fri- 
day in which he said the Soviet Union 
will strive toward ‘‘developing busi- 
ness-like relations with all countries.” 

The tactics of subversion and infil- 
tration of the free world will probably 
be stepped up. However, there is no 
evidence that Russia intends to risk an 
immediate war unless we slow down 
our efforts to build the free world’s 
strength. 

Stalin’s death offers us an opportu- 
nity and a challenge to further our own 
objectives. The Eisenhower adminis- 
tration has been given its first great 
opportunity for fresh new approaches 
to the tasks that lie ahead.

Fulton County’s territory has been 
reduced almost in half. Its duties are 
less. And yet there reportedly are large 
increases in many departments, beyond 
limits existing at the time the Plan of 
Improvement went into effect. 

The grand juries have criticized the 
county operation on more than one oc- 
casion. Yet we'can only assume that 
in defiance of all public opiniori, at 
least some of the commission is deter- 
mined to build up political strength by 
adding jobs. We do hope it is reason- 
able and proper for the current grand 
jury to investigate and let the public 
know the facts about swollen county 
employment, despite the fact there is 
much less work to be done.

Margarine use continues to rise, but- 
ter sales to fall.

They’re trying to sell their prod- 
uct on its merits—with glamour. 

At Janesville in Wisconsin dairy- 
land, “dimpled charm and taste,” the 
Milwaukee Journal reports, “are being 
pitted against price in the latest chapter 
of the long-standing feud between the 
butterfat of the dairy cow and the oil 
of soybean and cotton seed.” 

Pretty girls are visiting food stores 
handing out pats of butter and with it 
a sales pitch on its “unequaled taste, 
natural vitamins and diet values.” 

If the 
dairies can sell butter, let them sell it 
legitimately and not by beating their 
competition down through unfair tactics 
and high tariffs. 

Let the two greases compete fairly 
on the market and the customers will 
make the choice. They know they get 
what they pay for, rarely more and sel- 
dom less.

Ike Is Striving _ 
To Achieve Unity 


WASHINGTON—After some six weeks 
in office, President Eisenhower is beginning 
to reveal more clearly the scope and pat- 
tern of the administration he intends to give 
the country. It is now possible to give a 
better appraisal of the type of President he 
promises to be. 

Already it is evident that he is likely to 
prove the least political minded of any 
man to occupy the White House in modern 

times. From the way 
he ‘has started out, in 
fact, it offers a tenable 
thesis to assume that he 
has sét this as one of 
his major goals. 

Aside from the main 
body. of\ his cabinet ap- 
pointments; he has 
shown little evidence of 
partisanship. And even 
here he broke with tra- 
dition by naming as his 

Soctghens of Labor a man who not only 
was an avowed ‘Democrat, but who openly 
supported his opponent, Adlai Stevenson, in 
the election campaign. 


Further evidence of his apparent deter- 


mination to hold partisan practices to a 


minimum is the series of White House 
luncheons that has been inaugurated for 
members of Congress. Republicans and 
Democrats alike are being invited to them, 
often in mixed groups. 


But more positive proof of the Presi- 
dent’s nonpartisanship is to be found in the 
way he has dismissed certain matters 
which many Republicans sought to make 
vital issues of during the campaign—and 
since. 


After viewing’ the picture from the in- 
side, General Ike and his top cabinet ad- 
visors have practically thrown all of that 
out the window as so much campaign rub- 
bish. He agrees openly with his honest 
budget director, Secretary of Defense Wil- 
son and Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey that it is going to be an extremely 
difficult job to balance receipts and expen- 
ditures any time soon. And where he has 
added insult to injury with some of his 
more partisan party leaders in Congress is 
in saying that if balancing‘the budget were 
an easy task, it would have been done long 
before—even under past Democratic admin- 
istrations. That ‘has been hard for some 
to take. 


As for tax reduction, the President has 
put his foot down on that firmly. Realis- 
tically and politely, he has reminded Con- 
gress that it would be foolhardy to reduce 
taxes before the budget is brought in line. 

Then there is the matter of the secret 
agreements of Yalta and Potsdam, about 


- Which the Republican platform screamed 


so loudly during the campaign. General 
Eisenhower slipped a bit on this, himself, 
in his State of the Union message to Con- 
gress, but after looking into the matter and 
learning the facts, it may be said, to his 
credit, that he changed the tune completely. 
He now agrees there is nothing in the agree- 
ments to be repudiated, as the GOP plat- 
form called for, save for the way the Rus- 
sians lived up to their part of it all. 

It all adds up to the thought that Gen- 
eral Eisenhower is out to give the country 
an honest and impartial administration 
of its governmental affairs, divorced as 
much from partisan politics as the politi- 
cians in his own party will permit.

Only a few 
odds and ends were left to clean up when 
the bells began to tap on the teletype ma- 
chines, 

Two lines of typing stood out on the 
United Press machine as though they were 
burned in rock: 

“LONDON (Wednesday), March 4—(P— 
Radio Moscow reported today that Prime 
Minister Stalin is seriously ill.’ 

The telegraph editor gave out the news, 
and things picked up. The copy boy, at 
the direction of the news editor, picked up 
his feet and put them down again in rapid 
strides for the reference room; he had been 
ordered to secure all two-column cuts of 
Stalin. The news editor alerted the makeup 
editor to hold page one, by that time largely 
put together. 

Revision commenced. A new page one 
“dummy” was drawn, changing as few 
heads as possible. The telegraph editor 
began to feed the Stalin story back to the 
copy desk for reading and for writing of a 
head, From there it was rushed on to the 
composing room. Everyone was keyed up; 
a race was on to get as much as possible 
of a big story into the paper in the shortest 
possible time. 

The managing editor said to hold the 
press time an extra 30 minutes; that took 
a bit of the pressure off. A few minutes 
after announced starting time the papers 
were up. A huge seven-column “‘line’’ 
stretched across page one, a two-column 
picture of Stalin was under the head along 
with the story. Inside were reactions of 
persons quizzed on the street here in At- 
lanta and a biography of Premier Stalin. 

When news of the dictator’s death came, 
the morning newspapers once again got the 
break. And this time the news came earlier 
in the night, taking a bit of the pressure 
off. But still there was that deep feeling 
of satisfaction: 

The story had broken on our time.

The Georgia legislature now is in 
adjournment until November. Perhaps their 
differences can be ironed out between now 
and their return to the Capitol.

Several bills of significance failed to 
become law because of adjournment with- 
out final action by the Senate. One of them 
was the important uniform traffic code 
measure. The House approved the bill after 
holding it for many days, but the Senate 
voted adjournment without taking up and 
adopting the measure. Leaders in the Senate 
contended that the House ‘‘monkeyed 
around” too long with it, thus not giving 
the Senate ample opportunity to study the 
38-page uniform traffic proposal. House 
leaders, meanwhile, indicated that in their 
opinion the Senate deliberately withheld 
action on the bill. 

Senate officers declared that some six 
Senate-inspired bills had been tabled without 
fair Hearing by the House. 

This is not what the people of Georgia 
send their legislators to Atlanta for. Their 
assigned task is to attend to the business 
of the state as it relates to legislative mat- 
ters. Constant friction between the two 
houses will accomplish little of permanent 
value to Georgians. 

Let’s hope the House and Senate patch 
up their differences before November so 
they may serve the citizens without unnec- 
essary controversy.

Located at the mouth of the Sa- 
vannah River, on Tybee Island, it was designed and built by 
General Oglethorpe. Its chief purpose was to serve as a watch-— 
tower to protect the infant colony from surprise attack by 
Spanish raiders from Florida. The general described the first 
structure as ‘‘constructed of the best pine, strongly timbered, 
raised upon cedar piles, a buckwork around the bottom.” It was 


rebuilt, entirely of brick, about 


a lighthouse until 1795 when it was altered and a beacon in- 
stalled. Confederate forces partially destroyed the structure 
and extinguished the light in 1862. It was rebuilt after the war, 
and its light has guided ships to port for nearly a century.

‘Near Hits’ Discussed 


In Cancer Research 


Search for a better treatment 
of cancer continues. The term 
‘‘better’’ is used because good 
remedies are now available. 
Surgery, X-ray, and radium 
will cure the disease so long as 
the lesion is local. 

In this respect, hundreds of 
thousands of persons are alive 
today because they were fortu- 
nate in having cancer detected 
and treated in an early stage. 

These men and women rarely 
discuss their narrow escape; 
some because they do not care 
to and others because they were 
not told the nature of the dis- 


| order. The tendency in the can- 


, | trol 


cer problem is to stress failures 
and cases for which no treat- 
ment was possible from the 
start. 

Meanwhile, the vast amount 
of progress in research has pro- 
duced a number of substances 
that are ‘‘near hits.’’ They con- 
cancer temporarily and 
often add extra years of com- 
parative comfort. In this respect 


' the remedies are worth while 


and each ‘‘near hit’’ adds a 
little to our knowledge of the 
disease. 

Several years ago the wife of 
one of my colleagues was op- 
erated upon for an abdominal 
condition. When the incision was 
made the surgeon found the 
area riddled with cancer. A 
small section was removed for 
biopsy and the wound closed. 


| The report confirmed the diag- 
| nosis of malignancy. There ap- 
| parently was nothing to be done 
| but in desperation my colleague 
| decided to use aminopterin.

This compound had been ad- 
vocated because cancer, like 
other tissues, needs nourish- 
ment to grow and, theoretically, 
could be starved to death by a 
product that combats its growth 
promoting activity.

the world. And none of these 
official or unofficial Russian 
delegates had any power to act 
on his own. Each was com- 
pelled to submit every proposal 
to Stalin and his Kremlin crew. 

The Oriental twists of Stalin’s 
mind best flourished in this sort 
of con game. In pursuit of a

Kremlin masterminds prob- 


ably burning because they 
didn't delay their policy out- 
burst against Jewish doctors 
in Moscow. Because of this 
bad “timing,” they can't 
blame Stalin’s death on them. 
... Stalin, like Genghis 
Khan, will go down in history 
as an enigma, operating in 
a Siberian vacuum. 

Probably no single individ- 
ual has been responsible for 
so many deaths. Napoleon 
' killed hundreds of thousands 
of Europeans in his wars, but 
Stalin killed with a cold de- 
tachment, inventing purge 
trials in which the minds and 
wills of victims were de- 
stroyed scientifically. In addi- 
tion to death, which is horri- 
ble enough, he converted his 
victims into idiots, splitting 
their personalities for the pur- 
pose of ‘‘voluntary’’ confes- 
sions that marked a new high 
in ferocity. 

He gained power for him- 
self and his country but he 
branded . himself as the cold- 
est-blooded_ killér who has 
ever operated on international 
scene. 


The hemorrhage that struck 
Stalin down is only part and 
parcel of the savage things 
he wreaked on other men but 
in his case, it can be assumed 
that drugs and torture were 
not applied. ... Just recent- 
ly, Stalin was carrying on his 
work of dividing the world. 

His last audiences were with 


Agentina, two nations he was 
wooing in his pattern of world 
discontent. His place in history 
will be large and blood-stained. 


Stalin, as a statesman, must 
go down as the greatest con 
man ever produced. When 
General Eisenhower met him 
in Moscow, Ike concentrated 
on persuading Stalin that 
Russian Marshal Zhukov 
should be empowered to make 
decisions at the Berlin Coun- 
cil without referring every 
trivial proposal to the Krem- 
lin. Stalin, as Eisenhower 
quotes in his book, agreed 
heartily. Said Stalin: ‘‘There 
is no sense in sending a dele- 
gate somewhere if he _ is 
merely to be an errand boy. 


He must have authority to 


act.”’ 


A few minutes later, however, 
Ike records that Stalin, com- 
menting upon the mass sports 
spectacle which they were view- 
ing, added: ‘‘This develops the 
war spirit. Your country ought 
to do more of this. We will nev- 
er allow Germany to do this 
again.’’ : 

What actually happened, as 
a result of that conversation, 
was that Zhukov, from that 
point on, was on the Kremlin 
skids. 


And despite the happy talk in 
which Stalin indulged that after- 
noon, at that very moment the 
Moscow school of saboteurs was 
in session. The Kremlin, even 
then, was sending out propa- 


ruthless vision of world domina- 
tion, he employed treachery, 
deceit, outright lies, unbridled 
ferocity and every other weap- 
on in his arsenal. And this con- 
tinuous assault had started long 
before World War II. Genghis 
Khan accomplished his  con- 
quests with Mongolian cavalry. 
Stalin rode horses of another 
color. 

Stalin never believed that 
Hitler had died. In one of his 
last conversations with Harry 
Hopkins, Stalin said: ‘‘Hitler is 
not dead, he is hiding some- 
where. Although Soviet doctors 
have identified the bodies of 
Goebbels and Hitler’s chauffeur, 
I also believe that they are
